In 
18G3 he enlisted in Co. F, First 
Michigan engineers, serving until 
the close of the war, was with Sher- 
man in his march to the sea, and 
participated in the grand review at 
Washington, D. C. 


He married Jane E. Norton in 1868, 


who with four children, Guy A. and 
J. J. Walton of Carnngton; Hugh B. 
Walton of Deer Park, Wash.; and 
Mrs Elizabeth—Wait 
Devils Lake, survive, He also leaves 
0 grandchildren. \ 


In 1882 he moved from Michigan to 


Wells county, and took a claim. He 
hauled lumber for his claim shant, 
fiom 
Jamestown, 50 miles distant. 


Eventually he acquired an estate of 
1,600 acres extensively improved. Re- 
tiring from, his farm he moved to 
Carnngton several years ago. 


For many years he took an active 


interest in public affairs, having been 
prominent in the Republican party. 
He was elected a representative to 
the first state legislatur in 1889, and 
re-elected in 1890 
He was sergeant- 


at-arms in the state senate in 1894 
and elected state railroad' commis- 
sioner in 1896 and 1898.

The Creamery, an Aid to Dairying 


We have been discussing dairying for this community with the idea of trying to 


make it a permanent industry 
In all the surtes^ful dairy states it has been demon- 


strated that dairying cannot be permanently 01 , lofltably established without the aid of a 
creamery.—5%e creamery provides the market tup the butterfat 


While it is not necessary that the cr imeij he a co-operative creamery, nevertne' 


less the experience of most all dairy communities Is that the co-operative creamery is 
the best 
It Is not hard or difficult to organize and establish a co-operative creamery 


If the State farm school cannot send a man to advise and help, th'e secretary of most 
any suet essful co-operative in Minnesota could be secured at small expense to visit the 
community and help perfect the organization. 
4 
Such a creamery should not be organized unless there are cays enough in the neigh- 


borhood to support it becpuse If the creamery has a limited suppIjNJf butterfat, the over- 
head expense of manufacture is too high. It Is not wise to start a creamery unless at 
least 400 good cows are pledged and if more can be secured, so much the better. 


In a way, the following mapg out what our program in this community ought to "be: 


Get into the dairy business to an extent such that we have at least 


400 good cows available to support a creamery. With this number of 
cows and the farms so farmed as to grow the feed these cows will need 
and the system of farming so perfected that these cows can be properly 
cared for and the herds graded up and added to, there won't be any 
question about our tommunity getting its farming operations upon as 


--profitable a basis as tht dairy communities of Minnesota and Wisconsin 


What such a program will mean for the permanent prosperity of our 
community can hardly be overestimated. 


Here are some actual figures showing what the carrying o.ut of this sort or & pro- 


gram did for the farmers of Todd County, Minnesota 
In stiwying these figures just 


recall what you were able to get for any little quantity of butter you may have happened 
to make on your farm and sell in whatever channels were available to you. Here are 


•the average NET price per pound paid by all co-operative creameries in Todd County, 18 


in number, for butterfat for the years mentioned:

FLYING SAILBOATS 


Flying biqycles—motorless air- 


planes propelled by pedal—may be 
the next sensation in aviation. Thla 
Is predicted by Glenn Curtlss, who,

, Curtlas says that the whole sci- 
ence of flying may lie revolution- 
ized by the recent gliding contests 
Jn Berlin. A glider is a flying ma- 
chine, without a motor. 
Most of 


Jhe German 
gliders are 
mono- 


planes. In the Berlin contest one 
glider remained in the air more 
than three hours. 


Curtiss attaches great import- 


ance to the 
Berlin 
gliding suc- 


cesses, because the real goal of 
Dilators Is to be able to fly like 
birds . The pilot of a glider is the 
closest approach yet to a ''bird- 
man." 


Everyone is asking: "What keeps 


the darned things afloat and what 
.prevents their falling?" 
"In a general way, a glider is a 
lot like a box-kite. 
"'The gliding machine, in leaving 
the ground and soaring into the air, 
•lakes off f''0m a high place. A hill- 
f ide is best, for air currents rising

A RAILROAD Ft'LLY MANXED 
"Help Wanted" advertisements 


inserted in Maine newspapers by 
the Bancor & Aroostook railroad 
havo been withdrawn. 
The reason 


for the cancellation is found in the 
fact that the road has more men 
in its shops than it had whe-i the 
strike began. 
Not only have all 


the vacancies been filled, but there 
is a surplus crew of 51 men in the 
car repair department. 
They are

ment in anticipation of a heavy 
winter business. 


Under such circumstances, what 


reason is there for calling upon the 
Bangor & Aroostook to take back 
the men who went oh strike? The 
road has all the men it can use. Is 
it to break its promise of steady 
employment and throw them out 
into the world, to make place for 
me a who left its service in a strike 
which wag virtually a strike against 
an agency of the United State:; gov- 
ernment? 
Or is the railway com- 


pany -to burden its payrolls and so 
add in the end to the burdens of 
the public by "making jobs" for 
these men?

Aroooatook has recently pointed 
out that it is impracticable to em- 
ploy more m,en than, the shops are 
!-meaat to-aceommodate. . Spaec-and 
'machinery 'adjusted to enable 1000 
men to work will not accommodate 
1500. 
Increase the number of em- 


ployes over the proper complement 
for this Maine railroad would be 
tantamount to an act of charity. 
It would be charity extended to the 
undeserving, and it would be an act 
of gross Injustice to the patrons of 
the road, who have already suf- 
fered because of the strike and who 
are entitled to protection against 
such economic folly. 


The Bangor & Aroostook is to be 


congratulated on the courage and 
t'etermination it displayed In meet- 
ing the issue and upon the success 
that has attended its efforts. Himi- 
lar spirit was shown by other New 
England roads, and it has enabled 
them to' recruit shop forces suffi- 
cient to Iioop trains running

!. years to the time when laws were 
enacted to prevent the hunting of 
deer with dog's; this brought about' 
many controversies, personal fights, | 
and there are known instance of mur- 
der being committed because of the 
law being enforced. These laws have 
become, by common usage and ex- 
perience, to be looked upon as a mat- 
ter of fact. 
We no longer hear of 


the deer hounds. It is unquestionably 
a fact that if the present North Da- 
kota laws are kept on the statute 
books, it will be but a few years be- 
fore the. bird dog has become extinct j 
so far as our state is concerned. At' 
the present time there is a great deal | 
of talk going on, pro and con, and 
there seeriis, to be so doubt but wh'it, 
this question will be brought before 
the legislature 
at 
the session of 


1923, and the advocates of both sides 
will undoubtedly marshal! all the 
forces and arguments to gain the de-!
